Petition Void 


During the meeting an interpre- 


tation of a new state law was an- 
nounced 
by the state

which apparently makes the Ash- 
ton petition to withdraw from Dis- 
trict 271 nuli and void. 


The new law provides,, that a 


petition to detach must be filed 
with the county board of school 
trustees in the county from which 
the group is detaching and that 
certified copies of the petition must 
go to the school trustees in other 
counties affected. In the District 
271 case, a copy would have to be 
filed with the Ogle County board of 
trustees. 


Much of the discussion centered 


on whether a plan for high schools 
in each of the four towns in the 
district would be acceptable to the 
state department of public instruc- 
tion. The state officials said they 
would give no definite opinion on 
a. plan not in existence, but that 
such a plan would not be consistent 
Mith good school administration.

. . . then 'there-, will, be no troubl* 
between the Russian delegation 
and our own at this coming con- 
ference."

deep seriousness, - if ihe distrust 
which has poisoned relations b«-., 
Uveen countries can be dispelled 
at his meeting with the Russian. 
British and French leaders start- 
ing; Monday, then:

lure prosperity and tranquillity 
that has ever been taken in all 
the history of mankind."

Eisenhower was joviality itself 


at the departure, in contrast to 
the gravity of his broadcast man- 
ner.

joints. Calk any cracks to seal out 
moisture. 


EXTEJUOK WALLS—Repair any 


cracks that have opened around 
window and door frames 
with 


calking gun and compound. Re- 
place crumbling or missing putty- 
around glass. Refasten any loose 
siding or curled shingles. If house 
has not been painted within three 
years, repaint before too greatly 
deteriorated. 


INTERIOR—An inexpensive level 


quickly will show if sagging sills 
and floors need rebvacing. Check 
structural beams for indication of 
dry rot or termites. If strip or 
parquet flooring is loose, renail 
thoroughly until solid and smooth. 
Then install a resilient tile floor- 
ing to insure floor protection and 
underfoot ease. Examine ceilings 
and walls for dampness. If you dis- 
cover any clamp spot which fails 
to dry when windows are opened 
and cross-ventilation established, 
this may mean condensation has 
resulted from dampness which has 
gotten into the house through a 
leaking roof or walls. If your house 
is new call its builder, if it is an 
older house, consult your contrac- 
tor immediately.

Three former army corporals, William A. Cowart, Lewis 


W. Grigss and Otho G! Bell, captured by the Reds in Korea, 
elected at Panmunjom to remain in Communist China. To- 
day they are on their way back to democracy, having elected 
to 'be Americans again. 


The strangest part of all this business is that they were 


allowed to leave China as three living refutations of all that 
communism claims. From the West German borders east- 
ward to the 38th parallel in Korea there has been a tendency 
for people who would like to get outside with their testimo- 
nials in reverse to sink without trace. 


Certainly the most pungent comment on the why of 


what has happened comes from one of the men themselves. 
Says ex-Corporal Cowart: 


A child decided not to come home, a man decided 


to come home. 


And how should these repentant soldiers be received? 
They themselves seem to have few illusions. They ex- j 


pect prison, not welcoming parades— and prefer a free-world J 
prison to so-called liberty -under the Reds.

They expect to answer, as they rightfully should, for i 


any misdeeds they may have committed while in the army 
or in the enemy's prison camps. 
(And one of them hints 


there.may be things to answer for.) 


As for their error of choosing communism over democ- 


racy: .They have seen their own folly. But such folly can 
hardly be dismissed with a mere "Excuse me." The penalty, 
if not in law, lies ready in the opinions of their fellow men. 
Here, again, the penitents appear prepared. Says ex-Cor- 
poral Bell : 


I expect the people to be sort of bitter. They 


won't quite understand . . . 
Likely they won't. And each of these prodigals will 


likely have to prove that he is indeed a "man" and not a 
"child" to win a place for himself again. — Christian Science 
.Monitor. 


City 'Tariffs' on Milk? 


A two-year study by the Department of Agriculture 


points a finger at certain so-called sanitary regulations on 
the sale of milk. It asks whether they are really necessary 
in the interests of sanitation or whether their primary pur- 
pose is in effect to exclude the competition of milk from 
other areas with that of local producers. 


Such excessive regulations, the study concludes, tend to 


add from one to two cents a quart to the price consumers pay 
for milk in many American cities. "Some markets prohibit 
outright the entry of milk from beyond specified limits," the 
report says. "Others burden such entry by insisting on their 
own inspection, and they delay or refuse to inspect, or levy 
discriminatory fees." 


One of the strengths of the American federal system has 


been that it created a large free-trade area in which states 
or regions could not exclude or burden the sale of goods from 
other parts of the Union. The effect of exaggerated or pre- 
tended sanitary regulations is to set up virtual tariff walls 
around city trading areas and make consumers pay for be- 
ing separated from potential sources of equally good supply. 
—Christian Science Monitor.

So miH'h has been written about these 


men that we could add nothing more, but we are able to 
tell the story of one man in one Illinois regiment who 
sjave, as Lincoln put it. "the last full measure of devo- 
tion." when he was killed in the Battle of Stone's Paver 
near Murfieesboro, Tenn., Dec. 31, 1862.

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Rubber Workers Sign New; 
Pension, Insurance Pact 


NEW YORK UB—The CIO United 


Rubber Workers Union signed a 
new pension and insurance con- 
tract with U.S. Rubber Co. Fri- 
day night and announced it would 
open wage negotiations with the 
Big Four rubber producers Aug. 9. 


Wages were not covered in the 


live-year pact signed Friday night. 
The contract is effective Aug. 1 
and subject to reopening after 
three years. It covers 33,000 em- 
ployes in 19 plants at Detroit, 
Mich.; Chicopee Falls, Mass.; Eau 
Claire, Wis.; Los Angeles; Milan, 
Term.: Mishawaka, Fort Wayne, 
Washington and Indianapolis, Ind.; 
Naugatuck, Cpnn.; Woonsocket, 
Bristol and Providence, R. I.; 
Philadelphia; Passaic and North 
Bergen, N. J.; and Chicago. 


Among its provisions: 
• 


Employes will be eligible for 


pension after 15 years of service 
instead of the present 20 years; 
minimum pension was raised from 


$125 monthly, including social-se- 
curity, to S1.80 per month for each 
year of service up to 30 years at 
age 75, exclusive of social secur- 
ity; hospitalization, medical and 
surgical insurance plans were ex- 
panded; group, company-paid life 
insurance was increased 
f r o m 


$3,000 to $47500 per policy. 


Cost of the improvements was 


not immediately determined, the 
union said.

rrier —Future Explorer Maps Mountains 


DO YOU CAVE a favorite sec- 


tion of country where you like 
to explore? You can explore it 
in a new way if you undertake 
a project like Bob Scott of Tusca- 
loosa, Ala., did. 


Bob made a balsa wood relief 


map—one that actually rises and 
falls as the land dees—all in ex- 
act scale. It was so well done 
that it won him first place in the 
regional fair of the Science Clubs 
of America. 


For Bob, his map is a perma- 


nent souvenir of a rugged moun- 
tain section which he knows very 
well—the Mt. Washington Range 
in New Hampshire. Since Mt. 
Washington is the second high- 
est mountain east of the Missis- 
sippi, his map has plenty of up- 
and-down contrast. 


After several s u m m e r s of 


camping, Bob (now 17) worked 
in the Mt- Washington area for 
tv\ o summers on the maintenance 
ciew of the Appalachian Moun- 
tain Club. This meant climbing 
up and down the mountains on 
his map, clearing the trails of 
underbrush and blowdown. 


If you'd like to try a map of 
Bob Scott points out at favorite spot on his map. 


your own, here are Bob's sugges- 
tions: 


Get two paper relief maps of 


the quadrangle section you want 
to build. (The U. S. Geological 
Survey, Department of Interior, 
Washington 25, D. C-, puts them 
out: write for a key sheet of the 
desired state.) 


You'll also need thin (about 


one sixteenth inch) balsa \\ood 
strips, varnish, cement and a 
piece of plywood (about one inch 
thick and the same size as the 


map) 
for the base. 


First, cut one paper map along 


the desired elevation line. Then 
trace it on a strip of balsa and 
cut it out. Do this for all lines. 


Then cement the pieces on top 


of one another, using the uncut 
map as guide. 


Sand with 1-0 and 3-0 paper 


to smooth finish. Varnish. Sand 
with 6-0 paper. 


Paint identifications according 


to legend. Varnish, two coats. 


Bob's map project was valu- 


able experience because he plans 
to become a geologist and ex- 
plore South America for natural 
resources in the future.

high in the rugged Sierra Moun- 
tains halts abruptly and begins 
to sniff the air. A few seconds 
later he is hurrying down the 
rails to where in the beam of 
his flashlight, he discerns a tiny 
feather of gray smoke curlins 
fiom beneath the roof of the 
snowshed high above. He steps 
quickly to a small box attached 
to a nearby wall and calls rail- 
road 
headquarters 
at 
nearby 


Norden, Calif. 


At Norden, the watchman's call 


is received about like an ordi- 
nary fire alarm in a city fire sta- 
tion. A loud bell sounds and a 
ciew of men, who are "on call" 
24 hours per day, tumble out of 
bed and hastily don heavy cloth- 
ing. 


But instead of boarding a shiny 


fire truck, they rush to a loco- 
motive and string of cars stand- 
ing on a nearby siding. This is 
the S o u t h e r n Pacific's "fire 
train," which is kept in readiness 
'round-the-clock from May until 
Novembei. 


A few minutes later, the un- 


usual train is rushing to the 
scene of the blaze. 


SOUPED-UP FIRE TRUCK 
The fire train's locomotive is 


equipped with hoses end pumps 
just like a modern fire truck. Two 
special hose nozzles, mounted on 
the front of the locomotive boil- 
er, can direct powerful streams 
of water into the heart of the 
blaze. 


Water is obtained from sev- 


eral large tanks carried behind 
the locomotive. They supply suf- 
ficient water for more than an 
hour of firefightmg. 


Wide platforms cover the tops 


of these cars so that they may 
be used as vantage points for 
fighting the flames.

Fire train tests equipment on practice run. 


train's conductor advises the dis- 
patcher—the man who'controls 
the movements of all trains on 
the main Line—that the fire train 
is pulling out on an emergency 
run. 


Immediately, 
the 
dispatcher 


"throws the red" to all trains in 
the vicinity of Norden. That is, 
he orders station agents to halt 
the trains by displaying red sig- 
nals and shunt them into sidings 
until the fire train roars by. 


Arriving at the scene of the 


blaze, the fire train ciew snaps 
into action. Huge jets of vvater 
smother the tiny flames which 
have begun to creep along the 
top of the cavernous snowshed. 
Billows of a c r i d smoke roll 
through the snowshed momen- 
tarily, and the fire is out. 


CEMURY-OLD HISTORY 
The fire trains have been on 


the job at Norden for nearly a 
century. 


As it climbs across the shoul- 


der of the Sierras toward the 
Golden Gate, the Southern Pa- 
cific Railroad 
encounters 
slifl 


and unbelievably severe weather 
conditions. Near Norden, snow- 
falls have totalled 783 inches in 
a single season. At other points 
on the line, Winter has dealt the 
railroad even harder blows. 


In their struggle to whip the 


weather, early railroad builders 
hit upon the idea of constructing 
a covering for the tracks to keep 
them free of drifts. 


These "snowsheds," as they are 


called, are long, timbered struc- 
tures, enclosed on both sides. 
They look somewhat like the 
covered bridge of New England. 
Some of the snowsheds still are 
equipped with doors to prevent 
snow from piling up at their en- 
trances. Trains can pass safely 
through the cavern-like snow- 
sheds without the danger of be- 
coming stuck in a snowdrift. 


In all, tne Southern Pacific 


built neaily 40 miles of snovv- 
shecls in the Sierra Mountains 
between 1867 and 1925. 


CONSTANT THREAT 


But v hile the snowsheds solved 


jone problem, they presented an- 
other. Sparks from locomotives, 
and 
from 
neaiby forest fires, 


posed a constant threat to the 
wooden sheds when they were 
not covered with a blanket of 
snow. It wds because of this 
danger that the fire train came 
into being. 


Because the railroad's 
snow 


fighting equipment has b e e n 
greatly improved in recent years, 
many miles of the snowsheds 
have been removed. 
Sprinkler 


systems have been installed in 
various parts o£ the snowsheds 
as an added precaution. 


But despite these extra meas- 


ures, the fire train is still the 
"hottest thing on rails" when 
flames threaten.
